REBELS MAY ELIMINATE HUERTA COAST HAPPENINGS MOUNT LASSEN IN [NEARLY THOUSAND 


WHILE A.B. 6. 


El Pa8o, Texas—From some source 
not divulged by them, but possibly 
from Juan Urquidi, General Carranza’s 
agent now at Niagara Falls, Constitu- 
tionalist officials at Juarez claim to be 
in possession of the ‘‘inside informa- 
‘tion’’ to the effect that the United 
States is perfectly willing that media- 
tion plans hang fire and are delayed 
until such a time as Villa can reach 
Mexico City and possibly capture the 
eapital. There is, therefore, much 
jubilation among the ‘population of 
the little city just across the border 
line, the people finding plenty of rea- 
sons why the report should be true. 


Juarez officials argue that if Villa is 
allowed to carry out his plans for the 
capture of Mexico City, there will be 
little reason for mediation left, and all 
the A. B. C. conference will be obliged 
to do will be to arrange matters so that 
the victorious rebels can have every 
opportunity to show what they can do 
in the way of governmental readjust- 
ment, acting along lines suggested by 
the mediators. 

So certain are the people across the 
line that the United States now is 
willing to have Huerta eliminated via 
the Villa route that they are predicting 
that before the rebel leader’s forces 
get near the City*of Mexico the em- 
bargo on arms on the land side will be 
lifted.

Reading between the lines of this 
statement, any one who understands the 
situation in Villa’s army can see that 
the leader is in a bad way from lack of 
ammunition and is not placing any too 
great a confidence in his ability to 
secure unlimited quantities from ihe 
east coast ports where the navy has 
placed no embargo.

VOLCANIC ERUPTION 


Northern Qalifornia Peak, After 
Long Sleep, Sends Forth Fire, 
Smoke, Steam and Lava 


Redding—Lassen Peak, the highest 
of the Sierra that marks the western 
boundary of the Sacramento valley, has 
been in eruption this week for the first 
time in 200 years. 

The last eruption in the United 
States found outlet through its peak. 
From its sleep of two centuries it has 
awakened and heralded with a great 
column of smoke the birth of a new 
crater, eight miles from its former 
orifice. 

Last Saturday afternoon, at 5o’clock, 
without warning temblors, the north- 
ern side of the mountain, a peak 
10,437 feet high, belched a great cloud 
of black smoke--a phenomenon wit- 
nessed at the moment of its inception 
by two well known cattlemen of the 
Lassen region, Bert McKenzie and 
James Barry, who, although 25 miles 
away, plainly saw the birth of the 
new crater with its attendant discharge 
of great volumes of steam and the 
eruption of lava, ashes and boulders. 

Ever since the first outbreak the sup- 
posedly extinct voleano has given 
marked evidence of internal disorders 
of an extraordinary nature. From 
Redding, Chico and Red Bluff have 
come reports of the unusual sight of a 
California peak in violent eruption.

PERISH IN WRECK 


Sinking of Empress of Ireland 
Adds Another Horror to Long 
List of Sea Disasters 


Rimouski (Quebec).—Sinking in 
ninety feet of water within fifteen 
minutes after being rammed amidships 
in the upper reaches of the St. Law- 
rénce river early last Friday, the Can- 
adian Pacific liner Empress of Ireland | 
carried down with her more than 900 
of her passengers and crew. Of the | 
1367 persons on board only 433 are 
known to have been saved, making the 
death list 934. 

Looming through the river mists as 
the Enipress of Ireland was lying to, 
waiting for the fog to lift or day to 
break, the Danish collier Stortstad 
crashed bow-on into the side of the 
big Canadian liner, striking her about | 
midway of her length and ripping her 
side open clear to the stern. 

The crash occurred not far from the 
shore off Father Point, 150 miles from | 
Quebec, which the Empress of Ireland 
left Wednesday afternoon bound for | 
Liverpool, and ten miles from this | 
point on the St. Lawrence. In reality, 
therefore, although the liner was head- 
ing for the sea and the collier coming 
in from it, the disaster was not one of 
the ocean, but of the river. Unlike the 
Titanic’s victims, the Empress of Ire- 
land’s lost their lives within sight of 
shores—in land-locked waters. 

Immediately the ship’s crew recov- 
ered from the shock of the collision 
and it was seen the liner had received 
a vital blow, a wireless “S. O. S.” call 
was sounded. 

The hurried prayer of the sea was 
picked up by the Government mail 
tender Lady Evelyn, and the Govern- 
ment pilot boat, Eureka, at Father 
Point. Both sped to the rescue. So 
deep was the wound of the Empress, 
however, and so fast the inrush of 
waters, that long before either of the 
rescue boats could reach the scene, the 
liner had gone down. 

Only floating wreckage and a few 
liféboats and rafts from the steamer, 
buoying up less than a third of those 
who had set sail on her, were to be 
found. The rest had sunk with the 
liner, and been crushed tu death in 
the Storstad’s impact with her, or had 
been forced from exhaustion and ex- 
posure in the ice-chilled northern 
waters to loose their hold on bits of 
wreckage that had supported them and 
had drowned. 

Only a few persons /were picked up 
by the Storstad, which was badly crip- 
plied herself by the collision; and these 
were brought here by the collier, to- | 
gether with those saved by the Eureka 
and the Lady Evelyn. 

Twenty-two of the rescued died from 
injury or exposure. 

Accounts agree that in the brief 
space of time—not more than fourteen | 
minutes—between the shock of the col- 
lision and the sinking of the liner, 
there was little chance for systematic 
marshaling of the passengers. Every- 
thing indicates that hundreds of those 
on the steamer probably never reached 
the decks. Very few women were 
among the saved, not more than a 
dozen, the lists make it appear. 

A majority of the passengers res- 
cued were so overcome and exhausted 
that they could give no coherent ac- 
count of what transpired on the Em- 
press after she was struck. A survivor 
picked up by the rescue boat Eureka, 
whose name was not learned, said: 

“It ail happened so quickly that we 
did not really know what was going 
on, and nobody had time to cry 
‘women first.’ 

“The stewards did not have time to 
arouse the people from their berths. 
Those who heard thé frenzied calls of 
the officers for the passengers to hurry 
on deck losi no time in obeying them, 
rushing up frem their cabins in scanty 
attire. They piled into the boats, which 
were rapidly lowered, and were rowed , 
away. Many who waited to dress were | 
drowned.”
